!'■ II. Ail Seizures to he made imder the Provisions of the said Act 
of I’ae .Seventeenth and Eighteenth Years of Her Jlajesty, b}? any 
County Inspector. Head or other Constable, shall (except in the 
Cases- in this Clause herein-after provided for) be destroyed or other- 
wise disposed of as the Inspector General of Constabulary shall ,5 
direct in that Behalf: Provided always, that all Seizures which 
may be made under the Powers or Directions of the Sixth Section 
of the said last-mentioned Act, of Spirits in Transitu or Process of 
lleiuov;il from Pl:rcc to Place, where the same shall be sent or removed 
Iroin or by any Licensed Distiller or Rectifier of or Dealer in or 10 
Retailer of Spirits, shall be disposed of in such hlannev as the Com- 
missioners of Inland Revenue mav direct or authorize in that 
Behalf. 

' . -‘V* recovered by Officers of Constabulary by 

, virtue of the Powers conferred or to be conferred on them mder the 16

such and so many Officers as he or they shall consider necessary- or 
proper m that Behalf, and also to revoke the Appointment of "any 
Midi Officers ; and all such Officers so to be appointed shall havt 30 
use, and exercise the same Powers and Duties, and shall be entitled 
to and receive the same Pay and .Allowances, and be under and 
subject to the same Rules and Regulations, and liable to the same 
Deauctions and Contributions with respect to Superannuation Allow- 
ances, Reward Fund, and otherwise, as Officers of the like Rank to be 35

Chapter Eighty, which said last-mentioned Section is hereby extended 
to Ireland, and shall have, use, and exercise all the Posvers and 
Authorities, and have and possess all the Privileges, which are or 
may be exercised, had, or possessed by any Officer of Customs undm 
16 the “Customs Consolidation Act, 1S53,” or any other Act nowin 
force or hereafter to be passed, in relation to the Customs, so far as 
relates to any Seizure, Detention, or Prosecution which may be made 
or had under any such Act or Acts, and shall be deemed and 
considered to be Officers of Customs for such Purposes ; but such 
20 Officers of the Constabulary Force shall have, use, and exercise the 
Powers and Authorities conferred by this Act so long only as they 
shall be and continue Officers of such Constabulary Force.

30 VII And whereas the carrving into effect by the said Constabulary Treasury 

Force of the Provisions of the said Acts for the Suppression and Pre- 
vention of illicit Distillation in Ireland may eventually render unneces- ,,o„ » oiB- 
sary the Employment of the Force now known as the Revenue Police 
in Ireland .and will in the meantime enable the Commissioners of pouea de- 
.■55 Inland Revenue to reduce the Numbers of the said kst-mentioned 

Force, and it is proper to provide for the Compensation of Officers pjoymeat by 
and Men of the said Revenue Police who may lose their Employment j'w 
by the Discontinuance or Reduction of the said last-mentioned Force . 

Be it enacted. That it shall be la>vful for the Commissioners of Her 
40 Majesty’s Treasury to grant and allow to any Officer or other Person 
who may be deprived of his Employment in the said Revenue Police, 
bv reasou of any such Discontinuance or Reduction of the said Force 
as aforesaid, such Compensation, either by way of Pension or Gratuity,

able in that Behalf, to be paid out of the Inland Revenue or otherwise 
as the said last-inentioned Commissioners may direct. 

VIIL The Term “ Officer” or “ Officers” used in this Act with 5 
reterence to the Constabulary Force in Ireland shall include Head or 
other Constable of the said Constabulary Force. 
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
